SLOW TO. REASSEMBLE. 


There was some comment in the

franchises. After all there is noth- 
ing like a steady job, a fact that par- 
ties to the St. Louis corruption seem 
to have highly appreciated. 


Governor Durbin confidently an* 


nounces that he has a surprise cooked 
up for Indiana whitecappers the next 
time there is a perpetration of whip- 
ping outrages. There will be some 
curiosity to know what it is, but 
scarcely enough to make anyone hope 
the governor may soon have an op- 
portunity to uncover his game. Pos- 
sibly the governor is going to try the 
law on the miscreants and that wouM 
be a surprise, indeed. 


The Sentinel desires to make its an- 


nual appeal for the* general cleaning- 
of the streets and alleys of the city 
before cold weather settles.

In New York Bhtl S. Co- 
ler is believed to have a fighting 
chance of election and in Ohio Tom 
L, Johnson, though not a candidate 
himself, is making an almost fuiious 
campaign to turn the state over to 
the democrats. However, even should 
Mr. Coler be elected goveinor of New 
York, it is not at all probable he 
would be boomed for the presidential 
nomination.

The 
explosion set fire to the woodwork 
and the employes scattered in all di- 
rections* ' Helman and Scuwartzfeger 
were working together at the tim^. 
They attempted to make their escape, 
but before they succeeded they were 
terribly'burned. When found after 
the explosion both men were suffer- 
ing from burns about the entire body. 


Physicians were called and after 


the pain which the men suffered h£d 
been relieved they were put on trains 
bound for Chicago. Helman died on 
the way home.

• The effect of the strike in the east- 
ern anthracite regions, coming as it 
does simultaneously with the pros- 
pect of a depleted gas pressure just 
ahead of the winter season, furnishes 
ample food for reflection and, stimu- 
lus -to activity for the average Fort 
'Wayne citizen who is interested in 
keeping his factory going and him- 
self and his family comfortable unt'l 
the daisies come again. For several 
weeks there has been practically no 
fcard coal obtainable in the city. The 
dealers have been unable to obtain

•HAVE LITTLE FAITH, 


Coal men in Fort Wayne, particu- 


larly the wholesale dealers who may 
be presumed to be in closer touch 
with the situations at the mines, have 
little faith that either 
President 


Roosevelt's conference today or the 
meeting of the 'big committee called 
for Detroit next week will be of 
much service in settling <the strike in 
the anthracite regions. In fact, they 
express the positive opinion that the 
movement will be fruitless so far as 
adjusting the difficulty is concerned, 
and in at least one instance there was 
' given the opinion that the strike 
would continue throughout the win- 
ter. -~ " 


Not so much difficulty has been ex- 


perienced in Fort Wayne in securing 
soft coal, great quantities of which is 
used by the manufacturing institu- 
ti$i9 during the winter season.

William Kaough, who represents 


the Hanna coal interests in Fort 
Wayne and sells: a large amount of 
soft coal during the yeir, has just re- 
turned from Cleveland, and asked 
concerning the situation, he said: 


"Well, it's bad enough, but I have 


made arrangements to get some coal. 
Down at Cleveland Detroit and Chi- 
cago dealers are flocking in and of- 
fering all sorts of prices for it, and 
people in the Ohio city are complain- 
ing that the coal is being hauled 
away when it is badly needed at 
home. Our company is far behind its 
orders, but is doing.the best it can 
under the circumstances. The trou- 
ble in the anthracite regions has in- 
creased enormously the demand for 
soft coal, and added greatly to the 
difficulty of supplying even oidinary 
demands. 


"We have been landing consider- 


able* soft coal in Fort Wayne, but 
cannot get it here fast enough to sup- 
ply the demand, and now orders do 
not arouse the agent's enthusiasm 
now aa they would if there were 
plenty on hand. 
We have no diffi- 


culty at the mines, but the demand 
is so extensive that the men are un- 
able to get it out and the railroads 
are unable to move it as rapidly as it 
is required.

PENNSYLVANIA WANTS TO GET 


SOUTH OF TRACKS. 


Has No Means of Getting at Big 


Manufactories—News Gathered 


* i 


in City Hall. 


At the meeting of the board of 


works held last night, besides the 
routine business transacted, the mem- 
bers perused a plat of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Wabash tracks and ad- 
jacent properties in the city between 
Calhoun and Gay streets. The plat is 
a blue print about sis feet long and 
was- accompanied by a petition for a 
right of way through, poitions of che 
property set out by the Pennsylvania 
company. The plat and petition was 
presented to the board by Mayor 
Berghoff. 
> 


The drawing shows that all the fac- 


tories between the points named 
south of the tracks are reached by 
spurs and switches f rom the Wabash, 
while the Pennsylvania company hus 
no such facilities for receiving and 
delivering merchandise or supplies to 
the factories in the district. 
The 


company asks permission to build a 
switch commencing- at a point on the 
main line approximating- (jay sheet, 
whence it will diverge to the alloy 
south of the Bass works and follow 
said alley along its divergent course 
to Lafayette stre«t, where by a 
sweeping curve it cuts off a coiner of 
a lot recently purchased by the com- 
pany from George Jacoby on to Mur- 
ray street, and thence along Murray 
street along the south side to Calhoun 
street. The switch will pass through 
part of the private property of the 
Bass Foundry and Machine company 
and also cuts off corneis of lots which 
are owned by ^he Pennsylvania com- 
pany. These lots were <puichased by 
the company some time since and led 
to much speculation as to what they 
were to be used fdr, Htmt the object is 
now plain, especially when coupled 
with the fact that the drawing pre- 
sented to the board last night was 
made in May, 1899. The object of 
the extension is to afford the com- 
pany facilities to reach the large 
number of manufacturing industries 
lying south of the tracks with cars 
for loading and unloading. At pres- 
ent freight from or for these institu- 
tions must be transported by trucks 
and drays. The hoard, took no of- 
ficial action last night, simply receiv- 
ing and filing the petition and plat.

TO CONFERENCES AT 1ITE HOUSE 


President Roosevelt Makes a Statement in Which 


He Maintains That the Public Interest is 


Much Greater Than the Interests of 


Either Miners or Operators. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—Two confer- 


ences -were held at the -white house 
today by the president of the United 
States, the presidents of the coai- 
carrying roads and the president of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica. 


These latter were present by re- 


quest of the president to ascertain if 
some means of bringing the anthra- 
cite coal strike to un end could no 
be found. 


President Roosevelt at the mmii- 


ing session of the conference 'rear 
a stsitement setting forth his reaf>on> 
for Calling su'cdTa eoii'ferciicw 'ami -n- 
tarvening in the trouble. The pub- 
lic interest, he said, was greater t: 
either the interests of operators 
t'he interests of t!he miners, and 
was not concerned -wi'tih.

Valparaiso, Ind., Oct. 3.-One man 


was killed ami another fatally burne-'l 
by the explosion of a powder magu- 
zine at the plant of the Aetna Powder 
company, near Miller Station, 
evening. Both of the- victims were 
Chicago men. The man killed was 
Charles Helman, 2ti years old. 
Tho 


injured man is Henry Schwartefegev, 
who is in a serious condition. Other- 
men who were in the room at tho 
time of the explosion were burned 
about the face and .hands more or 
less severely. 


Schwnrtzfegei- is unconscious at the 


hospital. His shoulders are a mays 
of burned flesh and his face .is dis- 
figured. 


'Just how the explosion occurred no 


one seems to know. The men wera 
working- in.- the company's powder 
plant .when there was a sudden de- 
tonation and a mass of flame. The 
explosion set fire tn the woodwork 
and the employes scattered in all di- 
rections. Helman and Schwartzfegpr 


•ere working together at the tim*. 


They attempted -to make their escape, 
but before they succeeded they were 
terribly burned. When found aft^r 
the explosion both men were suffei-- 
ng from burns about the entire body. 
' Physicians were called and after 
the pniti which the men suffered liatl 
bean relieved they were put on trains 
bound for Chicago. Helman died on 
the way home. 
Schwartzfeger was 


taken to the hospital. There is slight 
hope for his recovery.

Wayne citizen who is interested in 
keeping his factory going and him- 
self and his family comfortable unt'l 
the daisies come again.
